of almost studious reading lu general litera- 
ture, lie read from childhood through man- 
hood, and to riper age, until his mind WK, a 
storehouse of general Information, 


No one, to the writer's knowledge, wu so 


well verted la the imowledge ofKogllili Lit- 
erature. 
Almost half a century of hooks 


was familiar to him, Commencing bis read- 
ing when men were not so busy aud hur- 
ried tbat they had lime only for tbe news- 
paper and maj»iiue,he read far hick Into Ihe 
best periods of English Llterature.and hy his 
keen, powerful and appreciative Intellect kept 
full pica wilh all that was -worth knowing 
In contemporary reading.

Inlclli 
gent, imparlial and .thoroughly houesl, ho 
ever commanded tho respect of his associ 
alea, while giving direction to the business 
which was presented for consideration. 


In all the relations of life Dr. Taylor was 


a model man. 
IIo was kind and sympa- 


thetic, though not demonstrative, and pro- 
fuse In Itis expressions of regard, and found 
his warmest friends among those who knew 
him best.

Blrecl, Oidimna: Bcigcant Csorge While!oiil yux 
rin>rj, ]n Ihe 90:b year of his ag«. 


The deceased was a native of Scotland 


having been born in Aahlre, on the tenth o 
May 1782. His father was a soldier in the 
British army serving as acap'.aln, and was 
an officer of ranch worth. At an early 
young Alorrlson entered the service aud won 
distinction. At 16 he ranked as lieutenant 
hut his commission was shorliy after taken 
away,on account of bis wlldncss;and given to 
his brother who died In tho service of lh_ 
mother country, having won mucli distinc- 
tion as a valiant soldier. Sergeant Morrison 
wns at the hauls of Waterloo, under Wel- 
lington, wilh whom he was personally ac- 
quainted. He was In the English army 
sixleen years and Ihen emigrated lo Amer- 
ca, All the elements of his character and 
his education being soldierly, he Immediate- 
ly entered our army, enlisting at Sackel's 
llarbor in 1817. He was soon promoted to 
the rank of sergeant. 
For five years he was 


wilh General Scotl wa secrelsry In blj of- 
fice, and il was always tho delight of Ihe old 
man to talk of tha Geneial, and tj relate 
reminisenor-5 of their intercourse. In per- 
sonal appearance ho very much resembled 
the old "hero of Cbippcwa and Lundy's 
Lane," and has freqrrenlly teen lakei; for 
film In IhestreeUofNewYork. Whentho 
r ank of Ordinance Sergeant was created, he 
was promoted to that position .being the first 
ever appointed. He was sent to Fortiliflin 
Uallimore, but nol liking there, was trans- 
leredto Governor's island.Ncw Yorfc.where 
ha remained eighteen years. He was thei. 
transfered to Fort Wolcolt on Goal Island 
where ho served seventeen years, or unlil 
the Govcrnr£ent[look the Island for a lorpe 
do station.

supreme control there. When he retired 
from this station he atlll held his 
rank 


as an ordinance sergeant, and was, Ills b;- 
lievcd, the oldesl soldier in the United Stiles 
army, Be was a man po-saied of much 
energy of character and h»d a slrong constl- 
lution. HI* whole appearance and bearing 
was military, and was a man much respect- 
ed by all who knew him,
